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In response to the final office action mailed May 24, 2002, Applicants respectfully 
submit the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully traverse and request reconsideration and withdrawal of the Final 
Action. The final Office Action rejects Claims 1-16 based on new grounds of rejection. 

Claims 1-3 and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 5,781,768 (Jones Jr.) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,307,281 (Houston). Jones is 
directed to a graphics controller utilizing a variable frequency memory clock that is controlled to 
vary the operation of a frame buffer. The graphics controller includes a plurality of different 
clock pulse generators and a clock controller (Cora PLL) which selects the clock frequency for a 
memory clock to a frame buffer memory based on the state of graphics controller functional 
units. As taught by Jones, the memory clock which is coupled to the frame buffer memory is 
varied such that the bandwidth of the information from the memory to the graphics processor is 
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
